Occaſion, ( when he had, * as he ſaid, been longer from home 
than he expected, or when, being here, he had a mind to go tur- 
ther then at his coming forth he intended) he has divers times 
asked me to lend him Money, which 1 always did, and never 
asked him for it again. And tothe beſt of my Remembrance, 
it was not above two Wecks time before his laſt Sickneſs, that 
he had been at my Houie, ard had Money of me on that account. 
As ſoon as 1 heard of his ilineſs 1 haſtened to him, and took the 
belt care of his | could during his Life, and atter his Death, de- 
frayed the Charge of his Sickneſs and Burial, and repaid to my 
Siſter.that Money which the had ſent him before 1 knew of his 
illaeſs,, 1lcould ſay more on this Subje& thanl intend, or at
